About a year and a half ago, we had quite a discussion on 
this topic - Attached is a summary I posted then after discussion 
on "boatanchors" and on the "vhf" e-mail list. 


Aso check the VHF AM page 
http: //rob.acol.com/wwwboard/radio/ham/vhf-am/ 
which is a good place to contact other VHF AM enthusiasts 


This discussion got started when a group of us here in North Carolina 
started talking about firing up some of the 2m AM rigs we have in our 
collections of vintage gear. I brought it up on the "boatanchors" list 
to find out if there is a national "AM calling freq" on 2m 

(like 50.4 on 6m). 


After some discussion it was clear there was no easy answer - so we 
turned to the people active on VHF to see what their experience, 
concerns, and opinions were - and how we might all be good neighbors. 


I have gotten many courteous and thoughtful responses and only one 
"No AM Anywhere" reply. In general the VHF community was supportive of 
finding some place for AM operations on 2m. 


Here is a summary of the situation as best as I can tell: 

1) The ARRL and regional bandplans don't mention any space for 2m AM 
2) 144.4 was used a lot in the past and is still used in many parts 
of the country for 2m AM with no problems. The bandplans now 
designate 144.3 - 144.5 as a New proposed OSCAR Sub-band 

(some plans say shared Simplex and New OSCAR) . 


2) 145.35 was also a common 2m AM freq in the old days. 
Bandplans now designate 145.2 - 145.5 for repeater outputs 


6) Here are other suggestions I received: 
find an unused FM simplex freq above 146 and use it 
(problem - crystal control of most AM rigs makes it 
very hard to move around) 
use the "Miscellaneous and experimental" sub-band at 145.5-145.8 
(problem - allocated to packet in most places) 
7) Here are some concerns I heard: 
oscillating regen receivers (like the Heath Twoer) cause problems 
to nearby frequencies 
"AM is just too wide and full of side products" (from the 
No AM Anywhere guy) - several people pointed out that 
vintage AM rigs are actually much cleaner than 
newer synthesized gear. 


Based on the input I have received, I am going to report to our local 
group and to the national "boatanchors" group the following: 


1) 144.4 looks like a a reasonable choice for a 2m AM frequency - it has 
long been used for 2m AM and is still actively used in many locations. 
Definitely avoid the 144.0 - 144.2 weak signal area. 


2) Avoid regen receivers like the Twoer because of potential 
interference to weak signal operations in 144.0 - 144.2 


3) Check your xmtr with a scope to avoid overmodulation splatter. 


4) Check with your local weak signal and satellite operators to 
detect and minimize any problems. Be a good neighbor.

I have obtained a batch of B&W plug-in coils for my Globe King and other 
projects. Almost all suffer from two forms of "rot" 


The Base Rot - the plexiglas? strips that hold the base of 
the coil in alignment to the ceramic plug has disintegrated into 
dust and small pieces 


The Green Rot - the plexiglas? pieces that run along the coil 
sides and top and are xmelted* into the coil have developed green 
corrosion and started to flake away 


OK -there ain't no way to magically undo the rot, the question is, 
How do I save the coils ???? 


How can I put new strips melted into the coil turns ? What kind of 
plastic/dope/glue/epoxy/blowtorch/whatever should I use ?? 


What about replacing the base mount - particularly important for 
variable link coils JVL, TVL, etc. 


If you have got experience in saving coils like these, please let us 
know.

About the inner most knob for the SX 42 tuning assembly (bandspread lock): 


While hunting the hardware store for BA parts.. I found two knobs that seem 
like they could be made to work. The first won't look very original but 
should function. It is a "small clamping knob". They look like a typical 
1/4" shaft knob but the brass insert is threaded. They came in assorted 
sizes and threads. You might have to rethread one if the SX 42 threads are 
an odd size. The other was a plastic knob for holding some sort of nut. I 
don't remember the name for it but it was next to the clamping knobs in the 
slide-out trays used for unusual parts. The beauty of this one is that it 
looks ALMOST ORIGNIAL. This one would be my choice, along with a fabricated 
nut to work with it. You might also consider drilling and tapping a small 
section of 1/4 rod to use with a normal knob. If you have trouble finding 
either let me know.. I can get more details on my next trip to the store.

It appears that a post I intended for the list went to an individual instead. 
It was probably too long anyway (apologies to the recipient).. so here is a 
shortened version. 


BE CAREFULL with GOJO. In my professional experience, working for VW/Audi, 

we discovered that GOJO (and Armour-all) are "stress cracking agents" for 

some plastics. This meant that after a few weeks of prolonged contact, that 

areas that were stressed (around screw holes with ABS in our case) developed 

radial cracks attributable solely to the GOJO. It was a $385,000 scrap 
problem when we discovered it!! (fortunately no cars got to customers). 
Expensive lesson. 


If you use it (I would for a bad panel), I STRONGLY RECOMMEND THOROUGHLY 
REMOVING it afterwards (soap and water ?). The glossly surface it leaves is 
nice BUT...

I just got an HQ-145X (cool receiver) and noticed some interesting things 
about this one. Maybe some of you Hammarlund gurus out there can shed some 
light here. 

This is clearly an HQ-145X, as it has the crystal jack (and works with a 
crystal) and has 11 tubes. Even says HQ One Forty Five X on the front panel. 
But it has a cabinet with a hinged top like the HQ-145A. On the rear of the 
cabinet is the tube layout with HQ-145X printed at the top. And unlike the 
HQ-145X in the ads and books I have, it has a 2 position XTAL/VFO switch 
instead of the usual 4 position switch, with the noise limiter being 
controlled by a push/pull switch on the Slot Depth control (which is also 
screened "Limiter" on the front panel.) 


So, do I have an early model, a later model, or what? The serial number 
(?) stamped on the back of the chassis is 4456. It has the 24 hr. 
clock/timer. Anybody have a 100 kc calibrator they'd sell?

The SX-42's inner shaft is 1/8" and is threaded 5-40. If worst comes to 
worst, a small knob such as the kind used on HP test gear may work. 


Again, please don't try to pry off the original inner knob. It should be 
unscrewed in the counter clockwise direction. If you try to pry it off 
you will snap the shaft at a snap ring groove or strip the threads. 


If you must fabricate a new shaft, 1/8 welding rod (like one uses with a 
gas torch) works well.

> The SX-42's inner shaft is 1/8" and is threaded 5-40. 


Small Parts, Inc. (800) 220-4242 or (305) 557-8222 is one of the 
simplest sources for 5-40 taps (and dies!); to do this trick, you'll need 
to start with a knob threaded 4-40, ream it out by hand with the 
proper-size drill in a pin vise, and then use a 5-40 xbottomingx tap, 
which will cut threads to almost the bottom of the hole. Be sure to pick 
a knob with a beefy brass insert! Most UNF tapped holes can be "bumped" 
up one size in this manner. 

If worse comes to worst in the removal process, Joe's suggested 1/8" 
welding rod will do. You can also purchase "free cutting" brass rod stock 
from Small Parts (and other suppliers). It is inexpensive in small 
quantities and xveryx easy to work. (And it is here where a 5-40 die might 


be useful).

" Claim reimbursement adjusted to reflect the value declared at time 
of shipment. 


" Claim reimbursement adjusted to reflect your replacement cost. 


" Claim reimbursement adjusted to reflect the cost to repair damaged 
merchandise. 


Hope this list of settlement categories will help some others 
in the claims process. I'd shoot for the third one if possible. 


If I sound a little bitter in this note, its because I am. While I 
realize 
that what we ship in this group is large heavy items, there is no 
excuse for the type of damge and loss that is inflicted by UPS even 
to properly packaged items 


I plan to avoid giving them ANY of my packaging business if I can at all 
avoid them. They used to be a cost effective alternative to the USPS, 


but have mutated into an expensive , dangerous way to ship valuables.

Hi Gang, 


We've been victimized again by the package shipping system. It isn't 
just UPS that has problems. USPS just delivered to me a rotor and control 
box in a box that was TOTALLLY DESTROYED!!! Somehow the equipment managed 
to survive but I suspect that some of the pieces for the rotor are missing 
due to the fact that the box was completely compromised. The point that I'm 
making here is that no matter how something is packaged, it's possible to 
ruin the package and the contents. 

As far as resolving claims to UPS goes, here's a suggestion that was made 
to me by a UPS employee. Call the UPS 1-800 number and ask for the National 
Loss Prevention manager. Get his name and phone number. Write a letter 
describing the problem claim with all the info and follow it up with a phone 
call. Give them all the info you have; tracking numbers, shhipping date, 
destination and anyone that you have talked to or corresponded with. This 
WILL get results. I know because I have done this to resolve a claim that 
went unpaid for several months. Sometimes only the threat of this gets 
results. National Headquarters does not like to get complaints and they get 
things resolved in a hurry. 

One more thing. If you have anything that needs to go UPS, if possible, 
tkae it to the distribution center for inspetion and shipment. If they 
inspect the package and accept it for shipment, they also accept the 
responsibility for the damage that occurs. Make sure that you ;tell them it 
is a non-replaceable item, antique, etc. Then insure it as such. I have 
insured things for FAR more than they were worth, just because I didn't want 
problems. Anything over $2000 will be inspected by two people and usually 
gets special treatment. By doing these things you can save yourself a lot 
of grief and make UPS eat their screw-ups. It's worked for me

Hi! 


I have had *incrediblyx good luck shipping things (of relatively small 
size and weight--heaviest was an HW-16 to an APO in Germany) via the US 
Postal Service, especially "Priority Mail." They're really very good 
these days; regular Parcel Post is a little slow, but they don't seem to 
do as near much harm as UPS, and Priority is the single cheapest rapid 
delivery service on the planet, as near as I can tell. 

Don Merz (hi, Don!) uses Roadway a lot. Roadway is x*not* fast, but 
while I have received some awfully tattered-looking boxes from them, the 
xcontents* have always been intact. Strange but true. (FWIW, I heartily 
endorse the recent comments about Don--he's a good guy and deals more than 
fairly!) 


General rule on double-box packing, btw, is to make the second box 
xtwicex the size of the inner one, or bigger if you can manage. For some 
very dense and heavy microwave gear we've shipped out of the TV station, 
we went to xtriplex boxing. It's not for the faint of heart, but it got 
the job done. (2 GHz stuff for the live-on-the-scene trucks; we have to 
turn it around fast and can't afford to have UPS smash it. Those darn 


little transmitters live up on the mast and are just about solid 
inside--they'1ll batter right through a single box!) 


The ultimate "rule" for shipping and packing BAs is similar to keeping 
a computer system secure--don't let it out of you sight and don't let 


anybody else play with it. Anything else is an uncalculatable risk.
